ANXO TRIOESIMO SEPTIMO. 

The Corporation of the City of Victoria By-P_aw 
defining the Wards of the City of Victoria 
and the Boundaries thereof, and the num- 
ber of CouEiciilors to represent each 'Wavd, 
"For the Regulation of {Municipal Eiections" 
and other purposes. 

Be ifc enacted by the Mayor and Council of the CorjDoration of the 
City of Yictoria as follows: 

1. Tlie City slmll be ilivideil into tlireo AVards, nmnely, tlio Jnlm- 
son Streetward, tlio Yates Street Ward, and tho.Jainos Vjhx \\'ai'(l. 

(a) The Johnson Street Ward shall include all that tract of land ly- 
in^ between ilu; Norlliern Boniulary Lino of tlic Corporation and 
a line running along the centre of Johnson Street from the Ferry 
easterly, and a straight continuation of such line to the Eastern 
boundary line of the Corporation, district section No. 74, and 
thence in a straight line to the City boundary stone, ou the Cad- 
boro Ba}' Eoad at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(b) The Yates Street Ward shall include all thai tract of land lyinnj 
between the soiithovn boundary lino of the Johnson Street AViird 
and a lino commencing at the 'westerA extremity of Fort street, ami 
running thence east'n'ardly along the centre of Fort street and the 
Cadboro Bay roatl to the City boundaiy stone at Mitchell's Nursery. 

(c) The JaniGs Bay Ward shall include all that tract of land lyin;.,' 
between the southern boundary line of the Yates' Street Waid ou 
the one side, and the southern boundaiy line uf the Corportition on 
the other side. 

2. At the next electi9n of Councillors and thenceforth there shall 
be two Municipal Councillors in Johnson Street Ward; three in 
Yates Street Ward ; and twp in James Bay Ward; ielected in man- 
ner provitled by law. 

^li. This Bylaw may be cited for all purposes as "The Municipal 
Filections .Begulations Bylaw, 1873."

Sir Hngli Allan's £videuoe 

(From Ihe "Mall" Sept. 22 id.) 

Thf) proimrod Htiitpinont. nnd tliR iiioi- 
sivG cvoss-exiuiiinntion of Sir Albui 
Rivo the public oxei-.y in ati'i-ial fact in what 
is .wiierally known as tho Puuilic Hliuulei-. 
Ho' know more of tlio fuuts tluin luiy other 
man living. He Las told his stoiy witli 
that frdnkDOss wlilcit has oharauterized 
tho testimony of so many witnesses. It in 
hardly possible that thoro is miytliipp; ro- 
inaiuiiig which tho further oxuiuiiintioii 
^ of tho witnesses yet to come will pro- 
duco. 

' AVo first get, tbrougli Sir Hugh Allan, 
.a knowledge of the agreement whieh ex- 
'' '^i^lil^Biotween himself aad leading Ameri- 
cans. It was first made on 21st Decem- 
ber, 1871, and aubscqiionlly aupplemoijt 
ed b^ iiiiotlifr iigreuiiii-'nt. Bulh agrou 
rionts have been published in I'idl. 
The only pointbearing upon tlio inqniij 
in connection with them, wliich is of 
_ any impoi-tanoe now, is Kir Hugh All ui's 
Bworn statement that neither the Govern- 
ment, as a whole, nor any member of it. 
ever saw those agreements or, ao far as 
lie knew, had any knowlcdf^a) of their 
GxistcMU'o until very rocuutly. Tlu-y wurn 
aKrccniBnts made between jn-ivato uuli- 
vidunls with tho viow to Hocaringtho itoii- 
trol of a great publio work. Tliey came 
to nothing, because the Government made 
it a giueqnn noii in their negotiations tliat 
the American element slioiild bo wliolly 
oxcliidod, and it was excluded accordiii;;- 
]y. And hero it may bo iio.i'd that tlio 
only sum of money advam-ed by llui Am- | 
erioans was $40,o6lJ, which. Sir Hu;^h do- 
olares, Avaa mostly e-tpeuded to tlieir pcr- 
ieot8nct)sfflction.,0wingto the stand taken 
Ijythe Governroe'nt, however ,Iho remitted 
them the -who^o aiuount, "without any 
a])plicatiou from theur" American f^old 
did not ,.lay much part in tho trauHactioii, 
iiothwith"tanding tho changes which have 
been rung upon its alleged use in the 
hands of Sir Hugh Allan. 

Mnoh has been said of a reported agree- 
ment between Sir George Cartier and Sir 
Hugh Allan, -which was allcfjed to have 
boon contained in a postcrii)! to Sir 
George's letter of July ;i(Jth. Tliero wuh 
no -nch postcript; and Sir Hugh cxhilii- 
■ ted theoriginal letter to the Commission- 
ers in support of his statement. There 
was a briefer letter cf the same date, in 
■which Sir George Cartier declared that 
be would pay back to Sir Hugh Al'an auv 
sum lie might advance to tlio Election 
Fund; but Sir Hugh said ho never looked 
for its repnyineut, nor did Sir George 
Cartier ever hint at the means by which 
it would be paid back. Tho several suras 
tvMch Sir George got were obtained upon 
this understanding— a very lia/y and in- 
definite one — and this is tlie only under- 
standing, so Sir Hugh .\llau .says, to 
■which he could liavehadrefcreuce. Other 
understanding or ngreeruent tiicro was 
none, for .Sir John, ^bicdonahl per-empt- 
orily and without delay repudiated tin- 
preliminary agreement made by Sir 
George Cartier on the 30th of July, an<l 
the repudiation -was accepted. Eeferriiig 
to tho published telegram of Sir John 
Mucdonuld .Tnd tho letter of Sir Cieor^i- 
Oartier, Sir JJiigh Allan says: "I i,'o-itive- 
ly and explicitly dei'lave th. it, excepting .-o 
far as an understanding between tho Gov- 
ernment and myself is [irossod in thefore- 
going correspondence, I had no agree- 
ment of any kind or ilescription, cither 
verbal or in writing, by my.self orthrongh 
any other person^in respect of tho con- 
tract for the Pacitic Kailway, or of any 
' advantages to be conferred upon me in 
respect of it." When, therefore, Sena- 
tor F<ister said tliero was an agrconiont 
LetweijTi Sir Hugh Allan and Sir George 
(.^artier, to which Sir John iSIacdonald had 
na.sentod by tolcgrajdi, and that ho saw 
the telegram, bo must either liave said 
what ■was not the case, or was greatly mis- 
taken — we prefer to think he was mis- 
taken. 

On many iioints willi reference to mon- 
ey mailers, Sir llngli Allan giv(!s the lie 
direct to McMnUen.- lie positi \ cIt i'oii:o> 
ovei' having loaned or givm the luourv:, 
to Sir Francis llinoks i^r Sir John Mac- 
donald .spoken of in one of MoMnlh ii'^ 
letters, and that he ever told MciMullen 
what that eonscienceless person alleges 
Sir Hugh Allan did tell him. The iroi),- 
000 said to have been demanded by Sir 
F raneis Hiiicks is a mere myth, as well as 
tho indelliiitu '-loan" of ^d'O.'^O ) to the 
same gentleman. So too is the alleged 
payment to M. Ouimet, and the declared 
promise of 825,000 to M. Langovin. Sir 
Hngli Allan leaves the imjiio-sion U|)on 
the mind of the n^ider lh;il in everyone of 
tboso roHi)Bcts IMe.Mnllen lias ileliberaUdy 
made orronejus .stati:nienls, Jb; eertaijily 
leaves him a most dism-ciliti'd person. 

Sir Hugh Allan acknowledges to having 
paid to the election funds coiItroUod I >y 
tlie ministers managing the oloct)onn the 
sum of .•^H;2,n;)0. Of this amount .•?-ir>,(i;i(l 
were expeniled in ( )nlai-io, I lie lial.un.'i! in 
Quebec, main] y hv Sir (leorge ( ^artier 
himself. Some' .-^i!OII,(ll)() more, -.vhirh go 
to make up the (j;,s e.\)ieni lit iiri' of three 
hundred and sixty odd tlioiisaiid dulhir.n, 
were«pent. in oonnection with railway 
sehemosin which Sir Hugh was interest- 
ed. Ho gives at length, jiarticularly in 
his cross-exauiiiiation , the reasons which 
induced him to contribute more to the 
elections last year than ever before in his 
life. He did jio/eoutribiitobucausoof any 
immediate peraonal_.julvantago or return, 
nor yet because of anything which ban 
been promised to him in connection with 
the P.icilic l{ailwiiy. Hear Sir Hugh Al- 
lan again as to bj.s connootiou with the 
railway |)rojiH;t: -- 

"I have already said that niy subscrip- 
tion and loiUis to assist in the olections 
( o Id not have been a cousidoralion for 
my getting the Pacifio contract, as in al- 
leged in Mr. Huntington's motion , for on 
the P.Olh of July nothing was setthid. Tho 
plan then coiiteiiiplnted, and fur nioiitlis 
afterwards, wa.s that of an anial;^aniatii)ii 
.of the C.mada i'ainile and the' Interoi'mii- 
ic Companies. Tlio plan finall^\' adopted 
was tliQ granting of & charter to an altoge- 
ther new Company, of which, it is true, I 
was adirector, but in which I had litMeor 
no cboico of my co-directors, and no mum 
inllueiico than that conferred upon ni'i by 
tho stock which I might litdd. In point 
of fact, sonic of the directors were scarce 
ly known to mo, and to tho appointment 
of somo I was opposeil. So in lact tho 
Canada I'acitio. jiii;orpora(ed by tli i .-Vet 
of tho so.ssion of 1872, never Lrot tlio cmi- 
tract and novor had aiiylliiiig apjiroach- 
ing to apromiuo of it. Tho contract was 
given to a Ijody totally djU'eront, and in- 
cluding for ths most part persons wl 
heicl nothing to do with that Odihp.anj'/' 



He aided tho Govornmont in tho oloc- 
tion, like hundreds of other friends, bc- 
canso, in tho first place, ho approved of 
their policy, and because, in tho next 
place, it was a matter of Great consc- 
(luenco to himself, in viow of tho iiolicy 
of material development to which the 
Government were committed, that tlioir 
opponents should not succeed in tho elec- 
tions. His oontributions wore proi)or- 
t'onate to his wealth and tho interests he 
had at stake. In strongtboning tho 
Govoriiinent ii j believed he was strength- 
ening himself, but ho "did not on any 
oeoasion, or in any way, pay, or agree to 
pay, aiiytliiiig whatovor toany, member of

It 
would be impossible to uso stronger i r 
more o.xpreasive words than those used 1 y 
Sir Hugh to repudiate tho idea which has 
inspired and lies deep down at tho bot- 
tom of this attack upon the Government. 
Long befiU'O the terms ol Iho charter were 
ihseussud, months before tho efforts of 
Govorninent and its friends wore putforth 
to secure an amalgamation of tho I«tcr- 
oceanio and Canadian Pacific Bailway 
Comiianies, Sir Hugh Allan, the wealthi- 
est friend of tho Ministry in Canada, and 
most deeply interested in tho buccoss of 
tho (iovernmont jioliey of develo|)iiien , 
was aslod, and consented, to lielp large. y 
at the eleetion.s. Perhaps he had a selfisli 
motive ill hi.s contribution, Sollislinets 
is tho mainspring of many an important 
UQovement, and not necessarily' roprehen- 
siblo because it is seldsh.

I'llKLnriNAUV .MOVF.MICNT. 

One of tlie i)rinei])al objects of the 
Oleoiuaigai iiie Coiiipaiiy is tlio manu- 
facture of lirst-class butter out of suet 
from hoA\ beef, which, it is claimed, 
can be ucconiplishod with comparative 
case and at a small cost, whereby the 
price of butter can bo materially re- 
duced and, incidentally, the exiDonse 
of housekeeping lessenoil. The 'modus 
operandi' is interesting and decidecUy 
curious. A large tank is filled with 
lilicets of fresh, selected suet, which 
is tiiorouglily cleansed by the use of 
cold water. Tiien it is run through a 
niacbine siiinilar to a sausage cutter 
and groiiiul tiiorouglily at tho rate of 
twelve hundred jjounds an hour, com- 
ing out as white as snow. It is imme- 
diately thrown into a vat containincr 
about one foot of wrter. The entire mass 
is raised to the le.np3rai(iro of blood 
heat (110 degrees Ftireiiheit) by a coil 
of stciuu pipe laid in the water. After 
half an hour's constant stirring it is 
allowed to settle, and in a few mo- 
ments all the little pieces of membrane 
and scrap sink to the bottom, wliile 
tho fat or ratlier the pure steariue and 
oliiio float oil tlie water. This is 
gatliered oil and pliicod iu another vat 
to cool, and when about tho consis- 
tency of lard is wrapped iu elotlis 
(about three hundred in each wrapper) 
and suluiiitted to presses of treiucn- 
dous power. As the jiressuro is ap- 
plied the ocline oo/,(?s througli the cloth 
and in couveyed by little troughs, simi- 
lar to tljose of a cider mill, to another 
tub. In this state it looks like the 
clearest olive oil, and may bo kept an 
iiideiiiiito period witlioui sjioiliug or 
becoming tlie least bit strong. 
Any liitlo dust or iuiinirity which 
i i-fore may have osciqied is. 
here separated, and tho oil Hows liko 
the line^t honey. The steariue, amount- 
ing lo about tliirty-tlii'eo per cent., re- 
mains iu tho cloth. This is sold to tho 
caudle manafacturors, and as it is much 
superior to tallow for this purpose, com- 
mands. a high figure. 

NOW COMES THE mjTTER. 

TlieoleiiK! is conveyed by a tube to the 
churn, where the llnal operation takes 
jilace. This department should bo about 
eighteen feet square, with double walls 
(the space between being filled with saw- 
dust), resiunblin;!' a large refrigerator. A 
rack conlaiiiing about twenty cakes of ice 
is siisjieniled from the ceiling, so that tho 
cold air in descending keeps tho tempera- 
ture always low. A nnniborof Blanchard 
churns aro arranged along one side of tho 
room, into each of which is introduced 15 
pounds of tho oloino, together with two 
quarts of ]iure milk, and tliree-oighths of 
an ounce of juinelte, tised for coloring. 
The eliiiriis are si't in motion, nnd kept at 
a uniform rate of s[) . ed for seventoen or 
eighteen minutes, when they are stojipeil, 
and tho air is redolent with the perfume 
of butter. loo- water is thrown into tho 
cliurn, when the butter gathers, and it is 
placed on a tidile, settled, and thoroughly 
worked. By this jiroeess the milk is ex- 
tractinl, iinil the butler is lini.shed, On 
wi;igliing the butter il is ascertained thut 
there has been an actual gain in each 
cliurn of one-and-a-half pounds, equal to 
ten per cent,, since it loft its oily state. 
This wouderfulprocesB was discovered by 
jM. Alfred Paraf.
